leave this to the seers and singers, 
forgetting that the age of saga au- 
thrrship is past. 
Today, it is as 


necessary to have collective support 
of » peoplo to foster the populari- 
sation of state history as it is to 
popularize a political movement.

its history without a central direct- 
ing agency.

namely, blocks seventy-two, 
sev- 


enty-three, 
seventy-four, 
seventy- 


five, 
seventy-six, 
seventy-seven, 


eighty-three, 
eighty-four, 
eighty- 


nine, ninety, ninety-nine, one hun- 
dred, one hundred one, one hundred 
two, one hundred three or one hun- 
dred four shall exceed ninety feet in 
height, measuring from the highest 
point of the curb line immediately 
in front of any lot or lots upon 
which such building or structure is 
erected; and no building now erect- 
ed or in process of erection in any 
such block or any part thereof shall 
be altered or reconstructed so that 
the same- when. completed will ex- 
ceed ninety feet 
in height when 


measured as above' provided. 


' ''Any person, firm or or ^.nation 


who shalj cause, allow or permit any 
building or .structure to be erected, 
altered or reconstructed in violation 
of the provisions of this section 
shall forfeit the sum of twenty-five 
dollars for each day such violation 
continues.

W« Are Hearing Much These Days of Rights of'Public When 


Common Man Seeks Justice. 


T 


HE dear pubKc,—the public is a convenient figure for the 


biff interests when it suits their purpose to bring the public 


into a dispute of any kind. 


It is the fashion these days in industrial controversies to 


talk of the rights of the public. The newspapers that take their 
cue from organized wealth are quick to see an invasion of the 
right* of the public when the common man seeks to get justice 
/or himself. 


Whenever there is a dispute between organized wealth OP 


one side and the laboring man on the other the laboring man 
is always told to give way because his continued insistence on 
his rights will work hardships "on starving women and children 
(as in the case of the coal strike) or, as in the case of a possibl 
railroad strike, "business will be strangled and the public wil 
suffer." 


The American people are slowly beginning to learn that this 


sympathy on the part of the big interests for the public is abou 
one for the public and about nine for organized wealth. 


* 
* * 


But when the "rights of the public" involve any move 


through which the profits or the power of organized wealth are 
threatened then an entirely different song is warbled. 


Such an incident happened in the assembly yesterday. 
The assembly had before it the marketing bill which would 


give the marketing commission the power to make investiga- 
tions into prices and the cost of production in the state. The bill 
would give the marketing: commission the power to make inves- 
tigations of the books of the producers of the state to ascertain 
whether or not profiteering was being practiced. 


We assume that the public has some rights against the 


criminal profiteering that has been in vogue in the past few 
years. 
We assume that when prices are being charged that be- 


come exploitation for the common people that such procedure 
becomes a matter of public welfare. 


Did organized wealth recognize any such rights yesterday? 


Did we hear, in the assembly, the familiar talk about being will- 
ing to "lay their cards on the table"? Did organized wealth 
give any indication that they were willing to give the public all 
the facts on the cost of production in the state? Not much. 
An amendment that would exempt factories and manufacturers 
from the provisions of the bill was introduced in order to save 
the profiteers of the state from any investigation. 


The rights of the pnblic,—a fine phrase to use when it can 


be used to defeat the common man. But when the common 
man seeks to protect himself against the exploitation of the 
profiteers then, why then, the public has no rights
